'TRANSGRESSIONS’ AND ISN’T PERFECT 


Tiger Woods said he let his family down with “transgressions” 
he regrets “with all of my heart,” and that he will deal with his 
personal life behind closed doors. 

His statement Wednesday follows a cover story in Us 
Weekly magazine that reports a Los Angeles cocktail wait- 
ress claims she had a 31-month affair with the world’s No. i 
golfer. 

“I have not been true to my values and the behavior my 
family deserves,” Woods said on his Web site. “I am not with- 
out faults and I am far short of perfect. I am dealing with my 
behavior and personal failings behind closed doors with my 
family Those feelings should be shared by us alone.” 

Woods did not offer details of any alleged relationship. 

“I have let my family down and I regret those transgressions 
with all of my heart,” he said. 

“I will strive to be a better person and the husband and 
father that my family deserves,” Woods said. “For all of those 
who have supported me over the years, I offer my profound 
apology” 

The cocktail waitress, Jaimee Grubbs, told the magazine she 
met Woods at a Las Vegas nightclub the week after the 2007 
Masters— two months before Woods’ wife, Elin Nordegren, 
gave birth to their first child. Grubbs claims to have proof in

About three hours before Woods’ statement, the maga- 
zine published what it said was a voicemail— provided by 
Grubbs— that Woods left on her phone Nov 24, three days 
before his middle-of-the-night car crash outside his home in 
Florida. 

Woods has been subjected to more media headlines during 
the past week than when he first won the Masters in 1997 
and set off the first wave of Tigermania. He has spoken only 
three times through his Web site, although this was his lon- 
gest posting. 

‘Although I am a well-known person and have made my 
career as a professional athlete, I have been dismayed to real- 
ize the full extent of what tabloid scrutiny really means,”

General Electric Co.’s agreement to 
buy out the portion of NBC Universal 
it doesn’t already own paves the way 
for the sale of a controlling stake to 
Comcast Corp. in a deal that promises 
to reshape the entertainment industry 

GE has reached a tentative agree- 
ment to buy out Erench media con- 
glomerate Vivendi SA’s 20 percent 
stake in NBC Universal, a person 
with knowledge of the talks told The 
Associated Press late Monday The 
person spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity because the negotiations were 
private and the companies’ agreement 
has not yet been formalized. 

The news lessens the uncertainty surrounding GE’s planned 
sale of a 51 percent stake in NBC Universal to Comcast, the 
largest US. cable provider. That deal would make Comcast one 
of the nation’s largest entertainment companies rivaling the 
heft of its former takeover target. The Walt Disney Co. 

Comcast, which is based in Philadelphia, is expected to pay 
GE about $5 billion to $7 billion in cash and contribute about 
$6 billion to $7 billion worth of cable channels it owns, such 
as E! and Style, into a new NBC Universal joint venture. GE 
would transfer about $8 billion to $10 billion in debt to the 
joint venture. 

GE, which is based in Eairfield, Conn., and acquired NBC in 
1986, would own a 49 percent stake in the new NBC Universal but 
is expected to completely divest its holdings after several years. 

An agreement was supposed to have been announced weeks 
ago, but GE’s talks with Vivendi have been taking longer than 
expected.

CASH-STRAPPED AGENCY LOOKS TO 
BUSINESSES FOR HELP-BUT IS IT WORTH IT?

The North/Clybourn station on the Red Line 
is no CTAgem, 

Better outdoor lighting would spotlight peel- 
ing paint and scratched glass at the entry ways. 
Sections of the ceiling are missing paint, the 
escalators crackle and tiles on the wall show 
signs of scrubbed graffiti. 

Riders have written to RedEye about the 
stop, with one going so far as to call it “depress- 
ing,” “damp” and the “worst,” Consider the 
scene on a recent Monday evening: A small, 
gated room off the front entrance housed a 
large trash receptacle and a stack of boxes. 

But change is set to come to the station, 
which sees about 4,500 riders each weekday, 
according to the CTA, and is one of a few points 
along the Red Line that spark rider gripes. The 
station’s new neighbor, Apple, which has bro- 
ken ground on a store near the intersection 
where the station stands, has finalized a deal 
with the CTA to refurbish the North/Clybourn 
stop at no cost in exchange for leasing a strip 
of city land for free, Apple also would get first 
dibs on the naming rights of the station if the 
CTA decides to sell those rights, according to 
the parties involved. 

At a time when Chicago residents are crying 
foul over the city’s lease of its parking meters 
to a private company and leaders have talked 
of privatizing Midway Airport— a deal that fell 
through earlier this year— some CTA riders 
expressed concerns that future improvements 
to their stations through deals similar to the one 
struck with Apple could potentially come at a 
price: Excessive branding of a public space, 

“I don’t believe in corporate sponsorship 
like that,” Dan Kleinman of Edgewater said 
when asked by RedEye about naming rights in 
exchange for corporate sponsorship, “It’s not a 
stadium, ,„ {The station] is owned by the neigh- 
borhood,” 

The CTA doesn’t sell naming rights to its 
stations, and the reliance on outside help to 
improve stations isn’t new. The agency started 
the Adopt-a-Station program in 1997 to develop 
partnerships with community groups and busi-

nesses to enhance the appearance of stations. 
However, the caliber of the deal with Apple 
appears to be the most ambitious partner- 
ship to date for the financially troubled agency 
because of the amount of money to be pumped 
into the station, 

Eacing a $300 million shortfall in 2010 rev- 
enue, the Chicago Transit Board voted last 
month to cut service and lay off employees. 
Green Line rider Renee Hall of Auburn 
Gresham said she doesn’t mind if the CTAleans 
on outside companies for help, as long as fare 
costs don’t rise like the parking meters rates 
after they fell under private control, 

“If they want advertising that’s OK, but if 
they’re talking about changing the prices , , , The 
rates are already high enough,” said Hall, 30, “I 
think asking for help isn’t bad, as long as you 
don’t rely too heavily on someone else,” 

Under the CTA- Apple agreement, Apple is 
paying to renovate the station exterior, interior 
and platforms for no more than $3,9 million. 
The work on this station likely would be com- 
pleted by Sept, 30, 2010, under the deal, which 
is “now in the signature process,” according to 
the CTA, The CTA said the next step is to apply 
for permits to begin work on the station. There 
is no indication the plan would affect fares, 
Apple spokeswoman Amy Barney declined 
to give details about station specifics but told 
RedEye, “We’re thrilled to have started con- 
struction on the Apple Store Lincoln Park, and 
we look forward to working with the City of 
Chicago and the CTA on improvements to the

nearby T station,’ 


Several other stations also could use a facelift. 
The CTA is undergoing a study of future reha- 
bilitation of the Purple Line and the northern 
section of the Red Line, 

This week, the CTA presented potential 
renovation plans at open houses, one of which 
John Adorno of Edgewater attended, Adorno, 
20, said he was interested to see how the CTA 
would improve his home station, Granville on 
the Red Line, and the station near his school, 
Loyola on the Red Line, 

Viaducts at the Loyola station are in bad 
shape and water regularly leaks through the 
ceiling there, Adorno said. The Loyola junior 
said he’s a “bit ashamed” that the “look and feel 
of the station is just run down,” 

When asked by RedEye, Adorno said he 


would welcome help from outside businesses 
to improve this station, but he balked at the 
thought of any business putting its name on 
his university’s station. 

He suggested naming honorary streets for 
the businesses or showcasing the businesses’ 
names inside the station as advertisements, “I 
guess there are limitations,” Adorno said, “Like 
if a strip club wanted to clean up an ‘E stop,” 

The CTA is “is continually evaluating a variety 
of potential partnerships in efforts to improve 
the CTA,” CTA spokeswoman Katelyn Thrall 
said in an e-mail. 

The agency said it is in the process of updating 
its Adopt-a-Station program. Past adoptions pri- 
marily involved artwork efforts at or around CTA 
rail stations, but CTA President Rich Rodriguez 
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“would like to expand the scope to include physi- 
cal improvements that go beyond artwork. One 
idea that is being explored, for example, is more 
active partnerships that could include ongoing 
volunteer efforts,” Thrall wrote. 

The CTA said it hopes to re-launch the 
Adopt- A- Station program in the spring. 

In the meantime, Miguel Casarez of Oak 
Park said his Clark/Lake station could use an 
update and he wouldn’t mind if private money 
was used. When asked by RedEye, Casarez he 
said wouldn’t want the CTA to completely come 
under private influence. 

“It is a concern, but it’s probably inevitable,” 
said Casarez, 28. “{The CTA} has exceeded their 
budget by so much, it’s bound to happen.”

Mow’d that station 
get its name? 

The CTA doesn’t sell naming rights to 
its stations and typically names them 
according to the nearest cross street 
or intersection, CTA spokeswoman 
Katelyn Thrall said. 

But the CTA sometimes highlights 
prominent destinations in its station 
names, such as O’Hare and Midway 
airports, Skokie and Rosemont, Thrall 
said. 

Landmarks also are used to differen- 
tiate stations in close proximity such as 
the Sox-35th station on the Red Line and 
the 35th-Bronzeville-IIT stop on the Green Line. 

Meanwhile, some “L’ stations mention nearby attractions including the Cermak- 
Chinatown and Loyola stops on the Red Line and the Conservatory- Central Park 
Drive stop on the Green Line, for the nearby Garfield Park Conservatory The 
Library- State/Van Buren station in the Loop refers to the Harold Washington Library 
But there are some name mysteries. While the station closest to U.S. Cellular Field is 
known as Sox-35th, the stop closest to Wrigley Field is simply known as ‘Addison.” 

Thrall explains that, “Wrigley Field as we know it today didn’t exist when the Red 
Line Addison station opened in 1900. However, CTA’s appreciation for the Chicago 
Cubs is clearly evident at the station,” citing the Cubs artwork inside the station. 

In 1998, Chicago artist Steve Musgrave adopted the Red Line Addison station as part 
of the CTA’s Adopt-A- Station program and added murals featuring Cubs legends Billy 
Williams, Ferguson Jenkins, Ryne Sandberg and Ernie Banks, Thrall said, tracyswartz 



Wilson stop’s 
facelift: Close, 
but no cigar 

Riders of the Wilson station, which was offered a 
facelift from a private company earlier this year, 
are out of luck. The Red Line station, plagued 
with peeling paint and urine odor, will have to 
wait to get a complimentary cleanup. 

Sungloss Marble, a company based in West 
Town, reached out to the CTA in March and 
offered to clean the Uptown station’s entry- 
way for free. This wasn’t the first time Sungloss 
offered to help clean up the CTA. The company 
polished the floor of the Red Line’s Lawrence stop at no cost about 15 years ago, 
according to Sungloss. 

After RedEye wrote about Sungloss’ offer in August, the CTA and Sungloss officials 
met to discuss details, but the CTA did not accept Sungloss’ offer until October, said 
Lisa Park, Sungloss vice president of business development. 

The CTA said management changes in the facilities maintenance department 
delayed the agency’s response to Sungloss. 

By the time Sungloss and the CTA reached a deal, time had run out for a 2009 
renovation. Sungloss needs 45-degree weather on a weekend to complete the work. 
Park said. Because the weather already has turned chilly, the work likely can’t be done 
until the spring. Park said. 

“{CTA officials] basically dragged their feet too long,” Park said, [tracyswartzi

East Garfield Park saw two homicides last week, 

bringing its 2009 murder toll to 17. 

A 40-year-old man was shot to death Friday 
in the 2700 block of West Wilcox Street, and 
a 30-year-old female was shot to death a day 
earlier in the 3400 block of West Madison Street, 
according to police information. 

This year, the community area has seen 14 
fatal shootings, two fatal stabbings and one fatal 
strangulation, according to a RedEye analysis of 
preliminary police data. 

Twelve males and five females were killed. 
Twelve of the victims were 30 years old or 
younger when they died. All of the victims were 
black. 

Citywide, November ended with 37 
homicides including a fatal car crash that killed 
two people in Greater Grand Crossing. The 
driver in that crash initially was charged with 
reckless homicide. Police logged 38 murders in

Wildlife biologists to Asian carp: It’s on. 

Illinois’ Department of Natural Resources 
launched chemical war Wednesday night 
against the invasive Asian carp in a 6 -mile 
stretch of the Chicago Sanitary and Ship 
Canal near Romeoville, an aggressive 
response to fears that carp are pushing their 
way north toward Lake Michigan and could 
devastate the Great Lakes’ $7 billion com- 
mercial fishing industry 

On a cold and windy night beside the 
canal, fisheries biologists dropped precise 
quantities of the liquid toxin rotenone from 
a narrow pipe above the water’s surface. 

For decades, biologists have used rote- 
none, a natural chemical, to eradicate or 
control invasive fish in lakes, ponds and riv- 
ers. The toxin dissipates on its own, but offi- 
cials will add a neutralizing agent into the 
water to prevent the massive fish kill from 
spreading beyond the designated area. 

The state is applying rotenone while the 


Army Corps of Engineers works on one of 
two underwater electric barriers that had 
been erected to stop the Asian carp from 
advancing up the canal, a popular corridor 
for commercial and recreational boaters and 
the only continuous waterway linking the 
Chicago and Mississippi rivers. 

The Coast Guard has shut down that sec- 
tion of the canal above Lockport Dam to 
boaters until Sunday, when the fish cleanup 
is expected to be finished. Dead fish will be 
disposed of in a landfill. 

While rotenone is deadly for fish, officials 
say it does not pose a threat to humans, ani- 
mals or other aquatic wildlife. Even so, its 
use is a dramatic step in the state’s 15-year 
battle with Asian carp, a large, razor- toothed 
fish whose voracious appetite and prolific 
breeding have wreaked havoc on commer- 
cial fishing hubs along the Mississippi. 

“It’s time to man the barricades,” said 
John Rogner, assistant director of the DNR. 
“We’ve simply got to protect the Great 


Lakes at all costs.” 

Biologists made the alarming discovery 
this year that carp had somehow managed 
to pass through or bypass the electric bar- 
rier, which repels fish with pulsing electric 
currents. Biologists want to know how many 
carp have made their way upstream and how 
far have they gone. 

That’s a source of considerable debate 
among biologists and has sparked concern 
among officials elsewhere that Illinois and 
the Army Corps of Engineers have been 
too lax in battling the Asian carp. Also 
on Wednesday, Michigan Gov Jennifer 
Granholm wrote a letter to the state’s attor- 
ney general urging him to pursue every legal 
tool to force Illinois to step up its defense of 
Lake Michigan. 

Granholm raised the possibility of closing 
portions of the Chicago Sanitary and Ship 
Canal by locking various dams that remain 
open to give passing barges access to the 
Mississippi.

City Council opposition was 
stronger than usual Wednesday 
to a new Chicago budget that 
raids parking meter lease 
reserves to stay balanced, but 
Mayor Daley brushed off con- 
cerns about what precisely he 
can do down the road to keep 
the city afloat without gutting 
services. 

“Now, Fm going to relax after this,” Daley 
said after aldermen voted 38-12 to approve his 
$6.1 billion spending plan for 2010. “We’ll work 
on that.” 

That, critics said, is exactly the problem. By 
quickly gobbling up one-time windfalls and 
pulling other short-term budgetary strings, the 
Daley administration is simply postponing the 
need to address spending and money problems 
that could jeopardize the city’s long-term finan- 
cial stability, they said. 

Still, all but a dozen aldermen backed the 
mayor’s budget, noting that other cities were 
raising taxes and cutting services — something 
Daley refused to do. 


“What’s the alternative?” said Aid. Edward 
Burke, 14th, referring to the plan to draw down 
$370 million in proceeds from last year’s con- 
troversial lease of city parking meters to help 
bridge a $520 million gap. “There isn’t any And 
so, we are in a hang-on mode. We have to hang 
on until things get better.” 

To balance the budget, Daley is spending 
$100 million from a rainy-day fund generated 
by parking meter revenue and “borrowing” 
$270 million more of that revenue from a fund 
aldermen had been told would be “perpetual.” 

The largely status quo budget does include one 
small perk: Many homeowners will get property 
tax relief grants that range from $25 to $200.

Blackwater under pressure 


RALEIGH, N.C. The man who built 
Blackwater USA into one of the world’s 
most respected and reviled defense contrac- 
tors feels that he was thrown under the bus 
after serving the nation’s security interests 
for years. 

Erik Prince’s company which renamed 
itself Xe Services in February after an uproar 
over its Iraq operations, has worked closely 
for years with the CIA, the State Department 
and the US. military But it became the tar- 
get of a series of federal investigations and 


congressional probes, primarily for its Iraq 
work. Most recently, officials disclosed that 
the CIA tapped the company to work under 
a program to capture or kill terrorists. 

The 40 -year-old heir to a Michigan auto 
parts fortune told Vanity Fair in an inter- 
view released Wednesday that Xe now pays 
$2 million a month in legal bills. The company 
is headquartered in Moyock in northeastern 
North Carolina. 

“I put myself and my company at the CIA’s 
disposal for some very risky missions,” Prince 


told Vanity Fair for its January issue. “But 
when it became politically expedient to do 
so, someone threw me under the bus.” 

Prince likened his case to the leak of for- 
mer CIA operative Valerie Plame’s identity— 
a disclosure that led to a special prosecutor 
investigating the matter. 

“Well, what happened to me was worse,” 
Prince said. “People acting for political rea- 
sons disclosed not only the existence of a 
very sensitive program but my name along 
with it.” 



Google reaches 
out on ‘pay walls’ 

□ LONDON In a move that could help 
improve relations between Google Inc. 
and the media industry, the Internet compa- 
ny is offering publishers a way to build more 
solid “pay walls” around their online stories 
while still appearing in search results. 

In an official blog post Tuesday, Google 
said it will let publishers limit the number 
of restricted articles that readers can see for 
free through its search engine. 

The change could remove a hurdle pub- 
lishers face as they contemplate charging 
readers online. Many newspapers are con- 
sidering such fees because online advertising 
on free sites hasn’t offset the decline in print 
ad revenue that has come with the recession 
and competition from the Web. 

The Wall Street Journal is perhaps the best 
example of how the new tool could help. 

The newspaper charges for access to most 
articles on its site, but its pay wall is “leaky” 
Readers can grab the first sentence from a 
preview of the story punch it into Google and 
access the full story in the search results.

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Young stars, playoff excitement spark Bulls, 
Blackhawks— but who’s got the most buzz?

Six months ago, if you wouldVe called the United Center a drug emporium, 
nobody would have argued with you. 

Sports fans from across the city were flocking to West Madison to get 
high off the stadium’s potent drug. Playoff fever was in the air, and Chicago 
sports fans were hooked. 


While the Blackhawks were working on 
a magical push that saw them earn their first 
Western Conference finals bid since 1995, the 
Bulls were engaged in an epic seven-game show- 
down with the Boston Celtics that some called 
the best NBA playoff series ever. 

The city has long come down from its 
high, but how much of last year’s buzz has 
carried over to this season for the Bulls and 
Blackhawks? And with the 2009-10 NBA and 
NHL campaigns under way, which team rules 
the roost at the United Center? 

Fans seem to have sustained a craving for 
both, but the rejuvenated Blackhawks have 
emerged from the shadows and gained consid- 
erable ground on the Bulls in popularity 

“It’s a shame. I feel bad for the Bulls,” said 
Rob Murray, 30, of Downers Grove. “I think 
the Hawks are going to win a Stanley Cup here 
in the next few years. It’s going to be hockey 
city around here for a while with the lineup 
they’ve got going.” 

Despite their recent turnaround, however, 
the Hawks still haven’t converted everyone into 
puck enthusiasts. 

“I don’t follow hockey at all so my buzz is 
with the Bulls,” said Chicagoan Roger Kumar, 
35. “I think they have a good shot. Hopefully 


they get out of the second 
round this year.” 

Season-ticket hold- 
er Tab Bamford, 29, of 
Westchester, has witnessed 
firsthand the energy that 
fills the stadium this year 
for Blackhawks games. 

‘A regular-season 

Blackhawks game at the 
United Center is as close to 
a playoff game as any other regular-season event 
in the city,” said Bamford, a die-hard who has 
his own blog dedicated to the team at www. 
committedindians.com. ‘A lot of that stems 
from the quality on the ice, but it’s also a reflec- 
tion of the years of frustration from the team 
being bad and mediocre. There’s a vibe in the 
entire building. ... The entire game is electric.” 

The vibe, evidently is not exclusive to the 
Blackhawks. Through the first five weeks of the 
season, the Bulls led the NBA in attendance, aver- 
aging more than 21,000 fans per home game. 

For the resurgent Blackhawks, who led the 
NHL in attendance last season after ranking 
29th in 2007-08, there seems to be no limit 
to their newfound appeal. Two years removed 
from drawing less than 13,000 fans per home 


game, the team entered the 
season with a franchise- 
best base of about 14,000 
season-ticket holders with 
a waiting list of 5,000. 
Through 12 home games 
this season, the Hawks wel- 
comed 20,484 fans per con- 
test to their stadium— sec- 
ond only to the Montreal 
Canadiens. 

The excitement isn’t just limited to the con- 
fines of the UC. The Bulls posted their second 
highest rated Comcast SportsNet regular-sea- 
son game ever Nov 10. The broadcast peaked 
at about 207,000 viewers tuning in to watch the 
Denver Nuggets inch out a squeaker. 

“People are definitely excited about our 
future,” said Steve Schanwald, Bulls execu- 
tive vice president of business operations. ‘A 
few more wins like the one we had {Nov 5I in 
Cleveland against Lebron and Shaq and our 
opening-night win against the San Antonio 
Spurs, and it’ll be off to the races.” 

The Blackhawks, whose games aired on free 
TV for the first time in franchise history last sea- 
son, enjoyed a 67 percent ratings boost on CSN 
through Nov 23, compared to ratings a year ago. 


“Putting our games on TV allowed fans to get 
a glimpse inside the United Center,” said Dave 
Knickerbocker, Blackhawks senior executive 
director of marketing and business develop- 
ment. “In my estimation, hockey is the greatest 
sporting event to go to live.” 

Scarborough Sports Marketing research 
released in May showed the extent of the 
Blackhawks’ rebirth. The study revealed an ii 
percent increase since 2007 in the number of 
Chicago adults who had watched, listened to 
or attended a Blackhawks game in the last year. 
The number of women and African-Americans 
who identified themselves as Hawks fans more 
than doubled over that span. 

The study, however, illustrated the relative 
niche appeal of hockey that the team is up 
against. Only 16 percent of respondents con- 
sidered themselves Blackhawks fans, compared 
with 36 percent for the Bulls. 

“Obviously the Bulls have a much big- 
ger following nationally,” Friedell said. “The 
Blackhawks had a lot of success, and it was a 
great story last year. But the city itself had to 
get back reconnected with the Blackhawks. 
They had fallen off the radar. It’s a thing where 
I guess everybody loves being part of the new

All Jack’d up 




By the Great Burgerelli 

When you close your eyes and pic- 
ture a true neighborhood restaurant, 
you picture Jack’s on Halsted. Classic 
American fare, dependable cocktails, 
weeknight deals, middle-of-the-road 
prices— it’s all there, just like it has been 
for the last 12 years. 

But even reliable old neighborhood 
fixtures need a tune up from time to 
time, and last month. Jack’s got one. 

The remodeled space is more open, 
with greater focus on the bar area. 
There’s fresh paint, new light fixtures 
and some slick new granite-topped 
tables up front. For a single-minded 
man such as the Great Burgerelli, how- 
ever, all that is of little consequence in 
comparison to the burger menu, which 
went from a mere two options to a 
robust seven ($7.95-$io.25), plus a trio of 
mini burgers, a stuffed burger (sans bun) 
and a buffalo option. 

BURGERELLI’S BREAKDOWN 

The burger: By outward appearances. 


this 9 -ounce patty should have 
been lovely It was plump, juicy and 
showed all the signs of time well spent 
on the grill. But a knife through a dark 
red center revealed something amiss. 
The medium rare burger I ordered 
arrived rare — very rare. A dash more 
salt might have made the ensuing slog 
through the cool, mushy center more 
pleasant, but in addition to being 
undercooked, the patty also was under- 
seasoned. 

The bun: In a market overrun with 
brioche and pretzel bread, a sesame bun 
seems a lovely throwback. And I do so 
appreciate a retro touch. The bun was 
toasted nicely, but I dare say it could 
have used a dab of butter. 

The fixings: Limp romaine and over- 
ripe tomato slices did not bode well for 
more ambitious toppings. Roasted pob- 
lanos and pepper jack cheese curiously 
failed to deliver much kick on the Spicy 
Hot burger ($9.75), and the mushrooms 
on the NewTbrk burger ($9.75) would 
do well to recruit the beef patty and rise 



up together against crimes of under- 
seasoning. Thank goodness for bacon. 
The smoky, crunchy strips triumphed 
against the odds. 

Everything eise: If there is redemption 
to be found, it lies somewhere within 
these delightful fries, coated in season- 
ing before frying for superb flavor and 
crunch. They also provided distraction 


from a tiny ramekin of cole slaw, which 
I yearned to send back to the 1950s 
block party from whence it came. 

Burgereiii’s bottom iine: Change is 
only good when the burgers are too.

Go green 


Cutting your 
own tree is 
the way to go

Every year, a customer asks Harvard Christmas tree 
farmer Ben Czarnowski if chopping down a tree is 
the “green” thing to do. 

“In fact, by supporting the Christmas 
tree farmers, you are helping the environ- 
ment,” Czarnowski tells them. “Besides, 
if I didn’t grow trees here, I would 
grow beans or corn.” 

Trees are renewable resources, 
pump oxygen into the environ- 
ment, provide habitats for wild- 


life and help prevent soil erosion, Czarnowski says. 

Some farmers, including Czarnowski, also grow 
their trees organically, sans pesticides and herbi- 
cides. Should a fire occur in a house with a fresh 
Christmas tree, the homeowner isn’t subject to 
the carcinogens released by some artificial trees. 
After Christmas, the tree is biodegradable. Many 
Chicago-area municipalities chip the trees for hom- 
eowners’ gardens or for public parks. 

All in all, cutting your own tree is an eco-smart 
alternative to buying an artificial one, Czarnowski 
says.

Between Mexico’s drug war entering its fourth 
year and its HiNi flu outbreak beginning with 
dozens of deaths and global headlines last 
spring, travelers have at least two reasons to 
study up before booking that trip to Mexico. 

But it doesn’t necessarily mean staying home. 
Mexico’s drug-war death toll reached more than 
9,900 by early October, according to a count 
by the University of San Diego’s Trans-Border 
Institute. Many of the deaths have been near the 
U.S. border and far from the resorts and cities 
that draw thousands of Americans every year. 

Robert Reid, who has contributed to Lonely 
Planet’s Mexico volumes and serves as the New 
Tbrk-based U.S. travel editor for the guidebook 
publisher, likes to remind people that Mexico is 
about the size of France, Spain, Germany and 
Italy— combined. 

Before you let trouble in one corner of the 
country affect your travel to another corner, 
he said, “Imagine a shootout in Sicily forcing a 
canceled vacation in Germany” 

Also, as Mexican officials are quick to note, 
most drug-war victims so far have been active 


partisans— that is, drug traffickers and law 
enforcement officials. 

Still, there has been plenty of trouble in 
Mexico, and it continues. For details on the geog- 
raphy of Mexico’s troubles, check the U.S. State 
Department’s Web site, especially the Mexico 
security travel alert, at travel.state.gov/travel. 

On the flu front, Mexico drew worldwide 
attention in April and May when HiNi was 
blamed for dozens of deaths. In the offices of 
Passport Health Los Angeles, a travel medicine 
and immunization clinic. Executive Director 
Rayann Aziz recalled the concern that erupted. 

But lately the U.S. and Mexico are in the same 
position— jointly leading the world in cases. 

So Aziz’s advice for anybody traveling to 
Mexico is identical to her advice for those stay- 
ing home: Get a 2009 HiNi vaccination, espe- 
cially if you’re in a high-priority group, which 
includes pregnant women; people who live with 
or care for children as old as 6 months; health 
care and emergency medical services workers; 
those 6 months to 24 years old; and anyone 
25 to 64 with a chronic health disorder or com- 
promised immune system.
